REMARKS 

Claims 1, 3-5, 8, 12, 16, 20, 23, 25, 27, 29, 31, 33-35, 38, 42, 46, 50, 52, 55, 
57, 59, 61, 133, 140, 151, 158, 169-172, 174, 192-194, 196, 214 and 215 are pending in this 
application. Claims 134 and 152 have been cancelled, and their recitations incorporated 
into their respective base claims; in addition, recitations corresponding to those of Claim 
152 have been incorporated into Claim 169. These actions are taken without prejudice or 
disclaimer of subject matter. Claim 1, also, has been amended as to a purely formal 
matter. Claims 1, 31, 61, 133, 151, 169, 170, 192 and 214 are independent claims. 

Applicants note with appreciation the indication that Claims 134, 140, 152 
and 158 would be allowable if rewritten so as not to depend from a rejected claim, and with 
no change in scope. Since, as stated above, the recitations of Claims 134 and 152 now 
appear in their respective base claims, and corresponding recitations to those of Claim 152 
have been added to Claim 169, the latter claims, and their dependent claims, are believed to 
be in condition for allowance. In addition, Applicants note with appreciation that all the 
other claims in the application have been allowed. Accordingly, prompt passage to issue of 
the application is respectfully requested.
